The bridge between the Mattapoisett Friends 
Meeting and their Cuban Quaker counterparts has been 
strengthened by a first-time visit to Cuba by Deena 
Kinsky, the delegate for the Mattapoisett Friends, along 
with six other Quakers from other parts of the United 
States. 

The Mattapoisett Friends have hosted Cuban 
delegates in the past as part of the program Puente de 
Amigos, which means Bridge of Friends, that serves to 
form sister meetings with the Cuban Amigos under the 
umbrella of the New England Yearly Meeting. The Puente 
de Amigos Committee was formed in 1991 to promote a 
spiritual relationship between Friends of both countries 
that is based on equality and mutual respect. 

Last summer, one of the Cuban 'Cuaqueros,' 
the Spanish word for Quakers, visited the Mattapoisett 
Friends Meetinghouse and suggested the Mattapoisett 
Friends consider adopting a sister meetinghouse in Cuba, 
which Kinsky said interested her fellow Friends. Soon

after, Mattapoisett Friends made the connection with the 
meetinghouse in El Retrete, a small town in the province 
of Holguin, and the sister relationship began. 

"And then the opportunity came for me to go 
there, so I got to meet them in person," said Kinsky. "It 
sort of kicks off the relationship." 

Kinsky and the other six Friends were there in 
Cuba on what Kinsky called a "work visit." In preparation 
for the trip, the Friends gathered the supplies they needed 
to help paint a meetinghouse in a village called Bocas as 
a sign of friendship and to also help with construction of 
the building. 

The children of the Mattapoisett Friends 
Meetinghouse put together a photo album of pictures of 
the Mattapoisett meetinghouse and Friends for Kinsky 
to give to the Amigos as a gift, with the intention of 
continuing written communication between the children 
of both countries. 

The Friends arrived on January 23 at the airport 
in Holguin, a small city on Cuba's eastern shore in the 
province of Holguin, where an old '57 Chevy took them 
to their first destination, the Quaker Meetinghouse in 
Holguin. From there, the group traveled to Gibara, a 
smaller town outside Holguin, where they visited the 
Amigos there and stayed in the dormitory of the Quaker 
Peace Institute. Kinsky also took a side trip to visit the 
Mattapoisett Friends' sister meetinghouse in El Retrete 
before settling into another village for the work visit. 

"Then we went to the village of Bocas," said 
Kinsky. "We painted the 'church.' It's a beautiful shade 
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3 County Road, Route 6, 
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of blue now!'' said Kinsky, showing the before and after 
photos. 'They're renovating the building. We did grunt 
work so the skilled labor workers could use their skills." 

The most significant part of the cultural and 
spiritual exchange was for both Friends and Amigos to 
share with each other their differences and celebrate their 
similarities - to come to a new understanding of what it 
means to be a Quaker. 

"Their faith is really important to them and they 
meet several times a week," said Kinsky. "They're not 
very impressed with us over here." She laughed. "We 
meet once a week and when the weather is nice, we might 
meet twice a week." 

One fundamental difference between the Bocas

Amigos and the Mattapoisett Friends is that, while the 
Mattapoisett Meetinghouse is more non-denominational, 
the Bocas Meetinghouse is based more on Christianity. 
And while the Mattapoisett Quaker meetings are 
generally silent, the Cuban Cuaqueros engage in more 
singing and music, and preaching with the presence of a 
pastor. 

"They have pastors, more like an evangelical 
church, so they have a different style there. They all 
told us, 'Oh, we couldn't sit for that long . . . Cubans 
like to make noise,'" Kinsky said. "That was the biggest 
difference, but it was interesting to experience the 
differences." 

Throughout her stay in Cuba, as she observed 
those differences between the Amigos Meetinghouse 
and the Mattapoisett Friends Meetinghouse, Kinsky said 
she started asking herself, "What actually makes us all 
Quakers?" 

One of the principles of the Mattapoisett 
Quakers, as well as other Friends Meetings in the United 
States, is simplicity Kinsky said she noted there is more 
of an ornate characteristic to the Bocas Amigos, who 
dress up more for their meetings and sometimes wear 
more jewelry 

Kinsky asked others what makes them all 
Quakers, aside from the shared 'peace testimony' of 
pacifism, non-violence, and opposition to war. 

"And really, everybody had a different answer," 
said Kinsky. "The conclusion I came to was that it is 
a shared history" At one point in history, Quakerism 
diverged into different groups that varied in a number of 
ways. "But we have respect," she said. "They do things 
differently than we do." 

Kinsky returned home on February 3 and 
unfortunately, because of persistent snowstorms, has 
not yet been able to share her experience with the 
Mattapoisett Friends. But she knows that she is going to 
tell them about how welcome the Amigos of Bocas made 
her feel, the fun she had working together with them on 
the meetinghouse, and that the Amigos are grateful to 
know that people over here care about them. 

"Even though our governments don't see eye to 
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eye/' said Kinksy, "it's nice to know that we can still be 
amigos../'

''It felt a little bit flexible/' said Jones, likening it 
to walking on a plank and having it slightly bow beneath 
one's feet.

An engineer was called and subsequently the 
building commissioner certified the building as safe for 
occupancy.

Likely Cause Found in 40B Housing Fire

propane heater that was used that evening to dry fresh 
plasterwork somehow tipped over, igniting the floor and 
burning downward. 

"Based on where it started and how it burned/' 
said Joyce, "that's where the heat source was/' 

Firefighters who arrived at the scene at about 6:30 
pm observed that some housing units appeared to have 
been entered by force, rousing suspicion of a possible 
arson. However, workers at the development who first 
spotted the fire said they initially busted into the units in 
their attempt to put out the fire as emergency response 
was en route. 

Initial 911 calls reported a fire and billowing 
smoke coming from one of the complexes at the 
affordable housing development still under construction 
behind BrewFish. 

The first police officer that arrived at the scene 
sounded a second alarm and mutual aid was called 
from the Mattapoisett, Rochester, and Wareham Fire 
Departments.

Mattapoisett Fire Leads to Drug Charges 
By Jean Perry 

A February 18 fire in the residence located at 
Great'scapes Nursery at 87 County Road prompted 
police to charge the nursery's two owners with Class D 
cultivating and possession with intent to manufacture 
marijuana after 34 pot plants were discovered and seized, 
as well as drug paraphernalia police encountered at the 
scene. 

According to a February 20 press release issued 
by Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons, during the 
course of extinguishing the fire, firefighters encountered 
an apparent grow room for marijuana on the second floor. 
Once it was safe to enter the building. Detective Craig 
LeBlanc allegedly observed about 12 marijuana plants 
lying on the floor, as well as large aluminum-like sheets 
spread across the floor and lining the inside of a nearby 
closet. 

"Several heating lamps were observed hanging 
from the ceiling through the open closet door," states 
Lyons in the press release. Additional marijuana was then 
found in the attic, including a small pile of dry marijuana 
lying beside a melted fan. The press release alleges that 
the room was used as a drying room for the cultivation of 
marijuana. 

"Detective LeBlanc spoke with [one of the 
owners] regarding the marijuana cultivation," states the 
press release. "[The owner] was unable to produce proper 
legal documents permitting him to possess or cultivate 
marijuana." 

The cause of the fire remains under investigation.

'Tve been doing it for six years/' said Parker. 
''There are some things that we are working on that 
I'd like to continue to be part of." At the top of her list, 
Parker said the alliance of the three towns taking a "firm 
position" regarding the Old Rochester Regional School 
District during this fiscal year 2016 budget season is one 
of such things. 

Parker said budgets are tight in each of the 
three towns, limiting their ability to fund ORR's "better 
schools" budget over a level-service budget for next year. 

"We're finally in a position where we're united as 
a front," Parker said. "As long as I've been in this town, 
it's never happened." 

As the Town looks to fiscal year 2016 budgeting, 
Rochester is facing conservative estimates of its FY15 
town revenue; there is not enough to cover the projected 
contribution Rochester is expected to make towards 
the ORR schools, as the town administrator reported to 
selectmen on February 11. 

Candidate for selectman and current Town 
Moderator Greenwood "Woody" Hartley III said, in light 
of conservative estimates of revenue, he was disappointed 
that he heard no talk amongst selectmen of setting any 
goals to increase revenue in the future. 

"We have no money," said Hartley. "That's the 
message that is going out to every department head." 

Hartley said that with the new year, the board 
should have started off with new goals for the Town, and 
he is disappointed. 

"I've been let down as a citizen by the leadership 
of the board over the last few years," said Hartley, which 
is why he said he is running for selectman. 

Current Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
Chairman and former selectman Richard Cutler said there 
is so much the Town needs to get done that the current 
board's habit of meeting every other week is not enough 
to get the work done. 

"When I was a selectman, we would meet three, 
even four times a week," said Cutler. "It's obvious to 
me that there needs to be some changes at the top to get 
things moving again." 

Cutler said a significant issue that still needs

resolution is the codification of the Town's zoning and 
general bylaws, a project that Cutler has been addressing 
in a subcommittee formed to assess the bylaws and 
propose the changes in their format. 

"They're the Town leadership/' said Cutler. "They 
should be setting an example of that. ... Spend time with 
the other boards." 

Parker emphasized that at the last selectmen's 
meeting the board voted to meet weekly during the 
remainder of the budget season. She added that her role 
as town clerk, a position she has held since 1984, gives her 
an edge on town government and the inner workings of 
the Town.

government. I think that gives me a different perspective/' 
said Parker. "There's a degree of institutional memory 
that I bring to the Board of Selectmen.'' 

Hartley thinks the Town has been run pretty 
much the same over the past 50 years and many things 
need to be "evolving and moving forward." 

"My run is . . . less of a statement about Naida and 
more about the leadership of the board as a whole/' said 
Hartley, who added that part of his work in his career was 
"teaching people to work together . . . which is something 
the board can improve upon." 

Cutler thinks fostering change among the Board 
of Selectmen is not necessarily about one person. 

"It's the attitude as a whole/' said Cutler. "It's 
probably time the selectmen took a break and let someone 
else have a chance."

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
told selectmen the goal was to clean up outdated and 
irrelevant language from the bylaw and to add a mixed- 
use capability combining residential use with commercial 
use. 

"That's probably the biggest change/' said Zoning 
Board of Appeals Chairman and subcommittee member 
Richard Cutler. 

The zoning change would only affect the two 
areas in Rochester zoned for limited commercial use: 
across from the Town Hall and to the side of Town Hall in 
the town center. 

Selectman Naida Parker's concern was how 
comfortable residents in or near the two zones would feel 
about the proposed changes, urging their voices to be 
heard. 

One resident abutting the limited commercial 
zone, having experienced the Planning Board's attempt 
years ago to create an overlay district that some residents 
adamantly opposed, wasted no time before expressing his 
skepticism. 

'T think you're putting the cart before the horse," 
said David Watling. "We still don't know what the Town 
will propose. . . . We haven't heard anything for ten years." 

Not true, according to Johnson. 

"This is entirely different," said Johnson to 
Watling. "Take what we gave you last time and get it out

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of your mind. It's entirely different. One hundred and five 
percent different." 

Johnson said, with the bylaw as it is now, the 
only option provided to a developer is a residence or a 
strip mall. As for the language, words such as "typewriter 
repair shop" and other obsolete terms will be deleted. 

"This isn't going to take away anybody's right to 
be notified," said Johnson. "The village overlay thing is 
gone." 

Planning Board member Susan Teal said the 
bylaw changes were good for the town and acknowledged 
Parker's mention of abutter concerns. 

"This is a draft," said Teal. "If it gives the 
selectmen heartburn, we want to know that now." 

Johnson pointed out that both properties affected 
by the bylaw changes are currently up for sale with 
interested parties. He referred to amended language in 
the bylaw that mandates future plans for development be 
"harmonious with the neighborhood." 

That's when Planning Board member Ben Bailey 
voiced his dissent for language he considered "objective" 
and subject to interpretation. 

"There's language in there that's unspecific," said 
Bailey "It's the kind of language that somebody could just 
say, T don't think that it is. . .'" 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey told Bailey there was 
"no way on planet Earth" that he could draft a bylaw with 
language not subject to interpretation. 

Ben Bailey brought up another section of the draft 
bylaw regarding the 20 percent green space lot coverage 
that he found unclear, which Johnson and town counsel 
explained. 

"One of the biggest changes is that it allows for 
a little bit more imagination to take place," said Johnson. 
"Which might be a good thing, but it also give us (the 
Planning Board) the opportunity to say no." 

The boards also discussed the notion of hiring an 
outside codification service to reorganize and codify the 
Town's zoning and general bylaws to make the book of 
bylaws user-friendlier to residents and board members 
alike.

annual maintenance fee from one of the only companies 
that provide this service in the state. 

"It seems that it's very overreaching for what 
we really need/' said Johnson. "And the cost is quite 
substantial to get going." 

Although the annual maintenance fee did not 
concern Johnson so much, he was not impressed by some 
of the seemingly frivolous services the company would 
provide, such as gold embossed bylaw books. 

"We don't need stuff like that in Rochester," said 
Johnson. 

Johnson also found the manner in which the 
company organizes topics into chapters, like road 
construction, for example, a problem.

"Planning Board rules and regs vary according to 
size and zoning/' said Johnson, arguing that organizing 
the bylaws in such a way would result in a reader having 
to "bounce back and forth." 

"It would give me a headache," said Johnson. 

There were other issues with the proposal, 
including the process possibly taking over a year for the 
company to complete. 

Selectmen and Johnson discussed approaching 
the company to ask it to pare down the list of services 
they would provide to fit the Town's basic needs, which 
they determined would be the bylaw codification and 
website maintenance to keep bylaws current. 

Also during the meeting, selectmen approved

allow deficit spending to cover the expenses from the last 
storm and any further storms to come. 

The snow and ice removal budget was set at 
$50,000 and is now $19,475 in the red, which Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson told selectmen does not 
include the payroll from the February 14 snowstorm. 

Selectman Jody Dickerson commented that, 
instead of the roughly $70,000 the Town has spent so far, 
he was surprised to hear the total was not yet more like 
$100,000 spent. 

"We may be by the time we're done," said 
Dawson, "but we are not there yet." 

Dawson said snow and ice removal from Winter 
Storm Juno, which blasted the area with roughly 20 inches 
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of snow and blizzard conditions on February 7, might be 
eligible for reimbursement from FEMA and MEMA due to 
the calling of a state of emergency during that storm. 

"So we are marching forward with that 
assumption/' Dawson said. The February 14 storm 
did not reach the threshold for a state of emergency in 
the Tri-Town region, so the Town does not expect any 
reimbursement from that storm. 

Also during the Friday special meeting of the 
selectmen, the board voted to award the contract for 
construction of the new Great Hill water tank to DN 
Tanks of Westfield, MA, the lower of the two bids the 
Town received for the project.

Tow^n Talks Transportation 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
By Marilou Newell 
SRPEDD Transportation Manager Paul Mission 
and Jacqueline Schmidt, senior transportation planner, 
met with the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen during the 
February 24 meeting to discuss the town's transportation 
needs. 

After Mission outlined the various state and 
federal agencies with which SRPEDD networks and 
the role of SRPEDD in developing plans as diverse as 
environmental projects to bike paths, he got down to the 
reason for the meeting. 

As part of SRPEDD' s community outreach, and in 
an effort to hear directly from cities and towns about their 
most pressing transportation issues. Mission asked for 
the board's input. The information from this meeting and 
others conducted throughout the Commonwealth will be 
used to develop a new four-year plan as required by the 
federal government for the state to apply for funding. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne took no time 
in getting down to the issues faced by residents. 

For over three years, he has been attempting to 
get van or bus transportation from the commuter Park 
and Ride on North Street to the commuter rail service in 
Lakeville. In spite of numerous efforts, roadblocks and 
ruts have derailed those calls for assistance. 

Gagne presented Mission with a prepared report 
requesting once again that SRPEDD assist Mattapoisett 
in applying for MassRide to establish a van service. His 
report states that a pilot program could help residents, 
not only with a reliable mode of travel, but also save them 
as much as $13,500 per year, a figure he pegged when 
private vehicles are used to commute to work in Boston. 
Gagne said that he also sits on the SERTA committee.

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time,'' said Mission. With that commuter option off the 
table for now, he felt a van service was a good option. A 
van-pool service would cost the commuter only about 
$1,900 per year. 

Gagne asked for help in applying for the funds 
to build a secure shed structure at the North Street Park 
and Ride for those residents who wished to use the 
van service as a mode of transportation. Gagne said he 
envisioned enlisting the talents of the students at Old 
Colony to build the structure and that the students have 
done ''fantastic jobs" in the past. 

Several issues associated with Route 6 were also 
brought into the conversation. 

"I've been talking about Route 6 for 30 years," 
in his role as a town administrator, said Gagne, but to no 
avail. He said that storm water discharge was a serious 
problem that affects shellfish beds. 

"Mattapoisett has worked hard to provide quality 
water," he said, but once the runoff mingles at Tub Mill 
and other points in town, it fouls the waters, especially at 
Eel Pond. 

Mission acknowledged the storm water problems, 
but indicated that larger cities would see repairs before 
smaller communities. 

The two pedestrian crosswalks dissecting Route 
6 were also discussed as a severe safety hazard. Gagne 
said that deaths have occurred. He said the Town has 
researched various options for lighting the crosswalks and

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alerting drivers, but in the absence of financial support 
and interest on the part of the state, improvements have 
not been made. They discussed the need for a reduction 
in the speed limit along Route 6, which is no longer the 
major corridor for travelers to Cape Cod. 

Gagne asked Mission if there would be action 
items in the report. Mission said that meetings are needed 
to produce results, but the towns often never hear back 
from SRPEDD after preparing documents and spending 
the time to discuss matters of need. 

Mission said that once a project is identified, it 
is studied for viability and then prioritized. He said that 
with two transportation agencies to deal with, things are 
difficult. 

"What do you do?'' Selectman Jordan Collyer 
asked. "The only thing Fve seen is the bike path. Where 
are the tangible results? What are you doing for us?" 

Chairman Paul Silva said, "We've been asking for 
three years. Please get back to us." 

Gagne said that more federal funds were needed 
in order to accomplish even a few of the projects that had 
been noted. 

"We are putting more funds to projects than 
any other town, but we can't do it all," Gagne said. He 
stressed that Mattapoisett needed more assistance. 

Resident Bonne DeSousa came before the board 
to ask their cooperation in completing the necessary state 
forms for Phase 2 of the bike path. 

"If you are not in the plan, you don't get 
anything," said DeSousa, referring to the process 
necessary for bike paths to receive state funding. The 
board voted to complete the paperwork for MassDOT. 

Also during the meeting. Highway Surveyor 
Barry Denham gave a report on snow removal. 

With a snow and ice removal budget of $69,000, 
Denham said his department is presently $44,000 over 
budget. He said that during the past few weeks his team 
has removed 184 truckloads of snow, a whopping 66 
inches through the month of February. 

Gagne said it was important to try and keep the 
narrow public roadways open for emergency equipment. 
Also, FEMA was extending the timeframe for applying

for emergency financial relief from Winter Storm Juno 
until February 22. He anticipates receiving $26,000 in 
funding. The board voted to approve snow and ice deficit 
spending. 

Denham also thanked his crew saying, "If it 
wasn't for the commitment of those guys, we couldn't do 
the job.'' 

In closing out his comments, Denham said that 
during a recent meeting he attended with MassDOT he 
was told that there isn't any money to make repairs to 
Route 6. 

Gagne then reminded the board and the public of 
the MassDEP public hearing for the proposed Goodspeed 
Island private pier by Daniel DaRosa. 
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The hearing will be held at Old Hammondtown 
School on March 5 at 7:00 pm. Gagne urged the public 
to prepare written comments as companion pieces to 
their verbal comments during the hearing. The DEP had 
denied the Town's request to postpone the hearing until 
April. 

Gagne then read into the record a letter received 
from the DaRosas' attorney urging the selectmen not 
to approve use of town counsel by the Conservation 
Commission in their appeal of the superseding decision. 
Selectmen received the letter too late to be considered 
at the last public meeting of the board. At that time. 
Selectman Paul Silva supported ConCom's request.

Board Content with Zoning Bylaw Progress 

Rochester Planning Board

Just one night after discussing its limited 
commercial zoning bylaw amendment with selectmen, 
the Rochester Planning Board on February 24 made some 
finishing touches to the language and now looks toward 
presenting it to residents living in or near the affected 
zones. 

Based on issues brought up the night before, the 
board reviewed some notes sent by Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey meant to clarify certain sections of the bylaw - 
mainly points brought up by Planning Board member Ben 
Bailey about objective language subject to interpretation. 

Language in one section of the bylaw mandating 
a 20 percent green or recreational space of the ''disturbed'' 
area of the development was tightened to include explicit 
examples of such spaces, like pedestrian walks, decks, 
paths, plazas, and gardens, among other things. 

Bailey's concern over the term "harmonious" led 
to a bit more discussion on the matter, but the term will 
stay put in the bylaw, regardless. Bailey wondered how 
one would decide what was harmonious. 

"Isn't it like pornography?" Planning Board 
member Susan Teal asked Bailey. "You'd know it when 
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you see it/' 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson added 
that this section of the bylaw serves more as a parameter 
for development and less as design restrictions. Bailey 
conceded. 

"I understand that you can't write a bylaw 
that protects the neighbors that doesn't have subjective 
language/' said Bailey, adding that he stood mostly for 
property owners' rights and fewer restrictions placed 
upon them. "But what I would do to this, nobody would 
vote for." 

The board decided to send the changes made to 
Bylaw Subcommittee Chairman Richard Cutler to review 
instead of calling another meeting of the subcommittee. 
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Johnson asked the board to make suggestions on 
a date for a Saturday public forum for residents living 
in or near the limited commercial zones affected by the 
bylaw amendment, and determined that March 28 at 9:00 
am would be best. 

'1 would like to see a dry run of the presentation 
for the board no later than our second meeting in March/' 
said Johnson, who would prefer to answer all of the 
concerned residents' questions at the forum rather than 
explain it on Town Meeting floor.

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New Home Approved for Cove Street 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

Epic freezing temperatures didn't impede the 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals from being front 
and center in attendance at their February 19 meeting to 
hear one single item on the agenda. 

James and Debra Jones of 18 Upland Way sought 
a special permit to construct a new two-bedroom home 
at 3 Cove Street. Jones purchased a small adjourning 
parcel. Engineer Richard Charon representing the Joneses 
explained, which increased the available buildable space 
from 40- by 60-square feet to 60- by 127-square feet. 

Charon said that when the original structure was 
damaged during Hurricane Bob, building restrictions did 
not allow the home to have an expanded footprint. 

In order to re-build at that time and expand the 
one-bedroom home for more comfortable living space, a 
rather unappealing overhang was constructed. Now, with 
the acquisition of more land creating a larger space, Jones 
hoped to receive approval to take down that home and 
build a new two-bedroom structure. 

Another important hurdle they needed to vault 
was wastewater. Charon said that with the extension of 
public sewer service to Cove Street, Jones would not be 
restricted by a private septic system. More land and sewer 
service are the factors cited by Charon for approving the 
Joneses' application. 

The new home will have a wrap around deck, 
meet all FEMA requirements, and will continue to 
allow public access to the beach, which is historic in this 
shoreline neighborhood. 

Charon reported to the ZBA members that the 
project had already cleared the conservation commission 
process. 

. .It makes sense with the sewer coming in. . 
ZBA member Colby Rottler said. 

The vote to approve the special permit was 
unanimous.

Committee Cuts Back Capital 
Improvement for 2016 

Marion Capital Improvement Planning Committee 
By Andrew Roiter 

Thursday evening the Marion Capital 
Improvement Planning Committee met to discuss 
revisions to the fiscal year 2016 report ahead of the March 
3 Board of Selectmen meeting. The report details the plans 
of the CIPC for the next 10 years. 

A major change to the report from the last 
meeting was the removal of three projects from the FY16 
plan to compensate for the adjustments requested by 
the EPA for renewing the license, or National Pollution 
Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) permit, for the 
Town's wastewater treatment plant. 

The projects removed include $150,000 for the 
design and engineering of a new Department of Public 
Works building; $4.77 million for Phase IB construction of 
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Village Area CIP improvements; and $270,000 for Phase 
2 designs, totaling $5.19 million worth of projects put on 
hold. 

Casey Barros expressed that he was happy to see 
the changes made to the proposed projects list. 

Allocated for permit negotiations and lagoon 
analysis is a $450,000 placeholder amount to present to 
the selectmen. 

"It's a placeholder for engineering services for 
what we need to do to respond to the EPA,'' said CIPC 
Chairman Norman Hills. 

According to the report, the resultant financial 
impact of the changes is unknown. During the February 
5 meeting of the Marion Board of Selectmen, engineers 
determined that costs could exceed $20 million. 

One of the major changes the EPA requests is 
the elimination of unlined lagoon use, as well as the 
prohibition of letting biosolids degrade naturally in the 
lagoons. This requires the elimination of three unlined 
lagoons off Benson Brook Road, which were built in the 
1970s to store excess wastewater and treat biosolids. This 
would require the Town to export the sludge, line the 
lagoons, and expand filtration amongst other costs. 

Other changes to the report include adding a 
detailed description of Item 2 listed in the proposed 
projects road repair for sections of Point Road and Front 
Street. Those repairs include grind, overlay and crack seal. 

The cost of this project will be $273,000 and is 
funded by Chapter 90, a MassDOT program that entitles 
municipalities to reimbursement for certain projects. 

The CIPC report suggests the funding of 20 FY16 
capital projects, down from the originally suggested 23, 
totaling $2,162,065. The report also provides information 
detailing where the funding would come from for each 
project. 

The changes were accepted unanimously 
by the committee following a brief discussion about 
more changes to grammar, capitalization, and spelling 
suggested by Barros.

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Wetlands Encroachment Questioned 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission on 
February 23 discussed concerns brought by the Buzzards 
Bay Coalition and Buzzards Bay National Estuary 
Program regarding a subdivision on Seabreeze Lane next 
to the Reservation Golf Club. 

At the previous ConCom meeting. Chairman Bob 
Rogers read into the minutes a letter from the BBC and an 
email from the BBNEP regarding possible encroachments 
into the 75-foot no-touch buffer zone that skirts three 
residential lots at this location. 

As evidence that the homeowners had violated 
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the deeded restricted wetlands area, aerial images were 
presented. It appeared that since the subdivision was first 
permitted 15 years ago, removal of natural vegetation and 
cultivation of groomed lawns had taken place within the 
protected bordering wetlands. 

Representing two of the three homeowners who 
were invited by the commission to discuss the possible 
violations was Brandon Faneuf, principal scientist from 
Ecosystem Solutions. 

On behalf of Lisa Craig of 4 Seabreeze Lane, and 
John and Cheryl Anzaldi of 3 Seabreeze Lane, Faneuf laid 
before the commission their plans for investigating the 
violation claims. 

Another resident of the development, Valeria 
Murolo of 2 Seabreeze Lane, said she was confused by 
the notice she received to attend the meeting and needed 
more information. 

To begin the process, Faneuf said his clients 
would be engaging Schneider Engineering to draw a site 
plan and wetlands delineation reflecting the properties' 
current status. He said that given the season they were 
looking at a spring investigatory period returning with 
their report sometime in April. Based on those results 
Faneuf suggested that his clients' landscaping activities 
would be found acceptable and further, that wetlands 
restrictions on the property did not exist. 

''What I'm hoping is that people will be willing 
to do the right thing, come up with a remediation plan," 
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said Rogers. "Fm not pointing fingers; this is not a blame 
game." 

He said that historic wetlands delineations 
would be used to determine if violations had taken place, 
adding that current wetlands boundaries would not be 
acceptable. On that point, the commission members were 
unified. 

Faneuf then dug in a bit deeper on the issue of 
deed restrictions stating. 

"From my clients' point of view, conservation 
restrictions don't exist," said Faneuf. He said that 
restrictions, which the original developer agreed to and 
were to have been memorialized via deed restrictions, had 
never been registered with the county. 



Rogers was quick to point out however, ". . .but 
those restrictions are part of the order of conditions." 

Faneuf then pointed to the fact that the Town 
does not have separate and enforceable wetlands bylaws. 
That being the case, he believed that allowed his clients to 
file a new Notice of Intent. He said that if the commission 
denied the NOT, his clients would appeal to the DEP who 
he said "most likely will side with the homeowners." 

"This commission hasn't taken any action, but 
infractions have occurred," said Rogers. 

Korrin Petersen, senior attorney for BBC, added, 
"In 2000, the Conservation Commission conditions were 
put in place to protect Eel Pond . . . the coalition supports 
the commission's efforts in trying to get compliance." 
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"If anyone needs to plant a tree or move a shed, 
that is what we are trying to determine/' Rogers told 
Faneuf and the homeowners in attendance. ''We'll talk to 
town counsel; we'll keep this on the agenda." 

Rogers said that he was a Planning Board 
member when the Seabreeze subdivision, which he called 
a "controversial plan," was under development. 

"If [someone] was entitled to build a 
subdivision," said Rogers, then that was within their 
rights. He felt however, "People have expanded beyond 
where they were supposed to . . . when you come into 
it with open eyes, it's disappointing 15 years later to be 
negotiating." 

He concluded, "Shame on us if we don't try to 



enforce the prior order of conditions." 
The matter was continued. 

Later in the evening, Rogers broached the subject 
of developing a wetlands bylaw. He had previously asked 
the commission members to review a draft document 
based on one that Freetown currently has in place. That 
document may be viewed at www.mattapoisett.net (scroll 
down the homepage to Town News). 

"I want the commission to offer opinions," said 
Rogers. He said once he received their input, he would sit 
down with Town Administrator Michael Gagne and see if 
the Town was interested in pursuing wetlands bylaws. If 
all that came to pass, then public hearings would be held 
in advance of Town Meeting. 

"I don't think I should be on the town meeting 
floor debating this," Rogers said. 

Commission member Tom Copps said, "It's not 
clear to me that it's compelling" referring to the draft 
document. His expressed concern was that the draft 
document wasn't clear about how outside consultants 
would be compensated when their services were used. 
He felt that Mass General Laws Chapter 44, Section 53G 
covered such situations. He also stated, "I'm not sold on 
whether or not we need a bylaw." 

Commission member Mike King was not in favor 
of pursuing a wetlands bylaw, while Marylou Kelliher 
said she would review the document. Commission 
member Peter Newton was not in attendance. 

Rogers added clarity to his request by saying, 
"It was brought up again tonight that we don't have 
a bylaw." But he said, "If three of five (commission 
members) don't want one, I'm not going to swim 
upstream - I'll focus my energy elsewhere." 

In other business, Carol Kolek of 112 Acushnet 
Road, represented by Engineer Rick Charon, received a 
Negative 3 determination for the installation of a new 
septic system. 

Ted Gowdy of Bay Club Real Estate Holdings 
received Certificates of Compliance for three lots located 
on Fieldstone Drive.

Tabor Academy News

Possibly the cruellest thing you can do to 
someone who's good at hosting stuff is to suggest 
repeatedly after he's nailed hosting this or that 
awards show, that he host the Oscars. So for the past 
few years, the refrain became familiar: "Neil Patrick 
Harris should host the Oscars." "How hard would 
Neil Patrick Harris crush the Oscars?" And so on, 
until Neil Patrick Harris actually hosted the Oscars, 
and turned out to be ... not bad, but not great. Oddly 
insecure, and ultimately unmemorable. NPH's 
by-now-expected opening musical number traded 
on the old magic-of-movies trope until Jack Black 
blasted in and laid down some cynical truths. Jack 
Black should host the Oscars. How hard would Jack 
Black crush the Oscars... 

Other than Patricia Arquette, whose call for 
equal pay for women was refreshingly political. 
Black was the only Richard Linklater confederate 
to get much satisfaction. Linklater 's Boyhood went 
home with little, while Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu's 
Birdman owned the night ... except for Michael 
Keaton, whose loss of a Best Actor trophy pained 
me, though I certainly didn't begrudge Eddie 
Redmayne's win. Really, Boyhood and Birdman struck 
me as the same movie in some ways ~ both are 
dramas by temperamentally independent directors, 
riding on something of a technical high- wire-act 
gimmick {Birdman seems to run in one continuous 
take. Boyhood was filmed bit by bit over a period 
of twelve years), and probably a little overpraised. 
Also, the odds of the average moviegoer having seen 
either of them before Oscar night ~ even on DVD, 
never mind finding a local theater playing them ~ 
were slim to none. 

A few years back, the Academy decided 




I not to restrict the Best Picture 
nominees to five, because a wider 
playing field might mean a better 
chance of a popular nominee. 
In this respect, only American 
Sniper qualified this year, and it 
I went home with nothing, which 
probably annoyed its many 
patriotic fans. The Grand Budapest 
I Hotel fared surprisingly well, 
winning a lot of the "what a 
pretty movie" awards other than 
cinematography. I was glad to see two longtime 
favorites, Julianne Moore and J.K. Simmons, finally 
receiving their due. My feeling on Inarritu is that 
nothing he's done has equalled his debut, the 
coruscating Amores Perros, though I'm also glad that 
the director of Amores Perros now has several Oscars. 

As for the show itself, it didn't drag itself out 
with pointless montages the way it used to. Lady 
Gaga nailed her Sound of Music tribute, and John 
Legend and Common's rendition of "Glory" got an 
understandable standing-O. Harris had a mostly 
unfunny running gag about his Oscar predictions 
under lock and key (guarded by Octavia Butler, 
giving me to ponder once again that the actress who 
once played an irascible DMV clerk on The Big Bang 
Theory now has an Oscar). Eddie Murphy seemed 
more engaged as a presenter here than he did at last 
weekend's SNL shindig. (There were no Cosby jokes 
or, really, any jokes at the expense of Hollywood, 
save for an Oprah joke I didn't really get, and she 
didn't either.) Harris steered the ship into port 
without hitting an iceberg ~ a metaphor I think 
I've used before with the Oscars, but it applies this 
year. Harris wasn't as dazzling as he has been on 
smaller shows, but all that practice at least ensured 
a baseline of professionalism. At this point, though, 
a robot in a clown suit could host this thing and no 
one would care. The robot in a clown suit should 
host the Oscars. How hard would the robot in the 
clown suit crush the Oscars...
